"A most singular freak of lightning

Dr David Livingstone was undoubt- 


edly the greatest of all modern trav- 
elers. He was born rear Glasgow 
March 19, 1813. His parents were so 
poor they could not give him even 
the most bumble educational advan- 
tages. His nature combined the re- 
uglous enthusiasm of the missionary 
with the desire tor travel; and he re- 
solved to dedicate his life to the re- 
generation ot heathens. He worked 
in the cotton mills through the long 
days, and studied at night school. Lat- 
er he studied in winter and worked In 
summer, and in 1840 he we^t to Port 
Natal in South Africa. He married a 
Miss Moffat in 1S48. She died In 1862. 
To his continued journeys through tha 
wilds, of Africa, and his careful re- 
ports, the world Is indebted for the 
immeasurable wealth of that continent 
now being divided among the nations. 
Following him. came a whole brood 
of African explorers, and later ap- 
peared the trading companies and the 
flags ot European powers, until near- 
ly all the land which 
Livingstons 


found untrodden has become familiar, 
by their products, In every market ot 
the world.
